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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . Claims 1 -5, 7, 9, 1 1 , 20-26, 28, 36-43, and 45 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's arguments received on December 9, 201 1 are persuasive. 
Furthermore, in view of pgs. 26-27 of Applicant's specification, "computer readable 
storage medium" is interpreted to be directed to only statutory inventions under 35 USC 
1 01 , i.e. it does not include within its scope, under the broadest reasonable 
interpretation, signal inventions. Paragraph [0092] identifies that computer readable 
media may comprise "computer storage media" and "communications media." 
Furthermore, paragraphs [0093-0094] classify "computer storage media" as directed to 
hardware-related storage devices, whereas "communications media" are directed to 
transitory propagation signals. Hence, a "computer-readable storage medium" is 
directed to hardware-related storage devices including volatile and non-volatile memory.
